Want Leniency 
The people of this Rhineland 
area contended that their fellow 
Alsatians in the case should be 
dealt with leniently because they 
had been forced into the German 
tervice. Friday, as the court find­ 
ings were announced, indignation 
spread through the press and in 
government assemblies. 
The verdict was unjust, said the 
Catholic newspaper Le Nouvel Al- 
sacien. “because our citizens were 
pushed into the horrible maelstrom 
in violation of international law 
and the rights of people.”

Self-Employed Are Required 
To Pay Social Security Tax 


(This is the last of Six Ar­ 
ticles on How to Make Out 
Your 
Federal 
Income

WASHINGTON 
— Many 
self­ 
employed persons m ust pay an ad­ 
ditional tax on their incomes, for 
Social Security tax purposes. 
It la due, along with the regular 
income tax, by M arch 15. 
This additional tax m ust be paid 
by every self-employed person cov­ 
ered by social security if his net 
earnings 
from 
self-employment 
last year were $400 or more, 
there’s no choice about it: If you 
come within that category, you 
owe the tax. 
However, several large groups of 
persons are excluded from social 
aeurlty 
overage. 
These 
in­ 
clude farm ers, railroad workers. 
public officials, lawyers, doctors, 
dentists, osteopaths, chiropractors, 
optometrists, 
funeral 
directors, 
professional engineers, clergymen 
and public accountants. 
This special tax for self-em­ 
ployed persons is 2V« per cent of 
net 
earnings 
from 
self-employ­ 
ment. The maximum amount that 
can be taxed is $3,600 a year, 
which m eans a top tax of $81. 
What if part of your income was 
from 
self-employment 
and 
part 
from a job covered by social se­ 
curity from which the old age and 
survivors Insurance tax was with­ 
held? 
As an example, a man might 
have had $2,000 income from a 
covered Job and $3,000 from self- 
employment. The social security 
tax already would have been with 
held from his $2,000. Since the 
maximum amount subject to tax 
is $3,600, he would owe an addi­ 
tional $36 (3Va P«r cent of $1,600). 
If you m ade $3,600 or more in 
covered employment, 
you don’t 
have to pay this special tax on 
any 
balance 
of 
your 
income 
brought 
in 
by self-employxnent, 
no m atter how large. Remember, 
the maximum amount subject to 
tax is $3,600. 
Self-employment income repre­ 
sents money received for services 
rendered rather than from invst- 
ments. Accordingly, you don’t pay 
the special tax on dividends, in­ 
terest on investments or capital 
gains.

This number should be written 
in on page I of form 1040.

schedule C, is the proper one on 
which to report self-employment 
income and figure the tax.

persons,

course, must file income tax re­ 
turns like everybody else. 
Even if you have to file a dec­ 
laration of estimated income tax, 
no estim ate is required for the 
self-employment tax. 
One final word: 
In 1953, jot 
down various potential deductible 
expenses, such as doctor bills and 
taxes, as they are paid. Save re­ 
ceipts and cancelled checks. This 
will be of immense help if you de­ 
cide to itemize you deductions 
next year.

WASHINGTON 
Spain was re ­ 
ported today to have raised its 
price for an air and naval base 
agreem ent with the United States 
—apparently as a bargaining m eas­ 
ure to find out how much

The Spaniards are now said to 
be asking that:

Want Security Guarantee 
2. The U. S. guarantee Spanish I 
security in a virtual alliance. 
Spain would then proceed to work 
out the Am erican bid for use of 
bases rn peace and war. 
There have been no indications 
here that the Eisenhower adm inis 
tratlon was prepared to accept 
the Spanish requirem ents or to 
change in any radical m anner the 
American proposals, In essence, 
these w ert for the us* of Spanish 
bases by American forces and a 
detailed 125 million dollar aid pro­ 
gram for Spain agreed on at the 
same tim e.
